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Sales Tax on Some Consumable Dental 


Supplies Removed 


Chicago Dental Dealers Club Granted This Permission by 
Department of Revenue 


The Chicago Dental Dealers Club an- 
nounced recently that the sales tax will 
be discontinued on certain consumable 
items sold by dental dealers. This action 
is made possible by a decision of the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court which holds uncon- 
stitutional an amendment of 1941 to the 
Retailers’ Occupational Tax Act under 
which amendment all items sold by den- 
tal supply houses were taxable. 

Following this decision by the Supreme 
Court the dental dealers immediately 
filed a suit to restrain the Department of 
Revenue from collecting a tax for the 
sale of those items which the dealers now 
consider nontaxable because of the rul- 
ing. 

Conferences have been held with 
George F. Barrett, Attorney General of 
the State of Illinois, Phillip W. Collins, 
Director of Revenue of the State of IIli- 
nois, and several of their associates. 
Frank J. Hurlstone attended these meet- 
ings as a representative of the Illinois 
State Dental Society along with several 
representatives of the Chicago Dental 
Dealers Club. After considerable discus- 
sion the tentative list of both taxable and 
nontaxable items published below was 
drawn up. Further discussions are to be 
held soon to decide whether or not sev- 
eral of the items now on the taxable list 
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should be placed on the nontaxable. The 
results will be reported as soon as the 
Revenue Department makes its final de- 
cision. The rulings thus far obtained will 
become effective June 1, 1944, and bill- 
ings to dentists will be made accordingly.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


AMALGAM RESTORATIONS 


Wa pemakr A. Linx,* Instructor in Operative Dentistry, University of Illinois 


Question: Which is the best alloy to 
use? . 


Answer: The best alloy to use is the 
one you are now using and to which 
you are accustomed, provided it meets 
the specifications of the American Den- 
tal Association. The directions’ for trit- 
uration and alloy-mercury ratio must be 
followed and the filling must be built in 
a dry field. Some alloys are coarse 
cut and others are fine cut, each is 
handled in a different manner, and 
when correctly manipulated make amal- 
gam restorations of equal worth. 


Question: Why is it less harmful to 
over triturate than to under triturate? 


Answer: The reason for triturating 
alloy and mercury is to coat each alloy 
particle with mercury. If this is not 
done the mass will not be thoroughly 
coherent. An under triturated amalgam 
will corrode rapidly and expand exces- 
sively. Crawford showed that over trit- 
uration if not carried to excess will 
make a filling of great homogeneity.’ 


Question: Should proximating amal- 
gams be made at the same sitting? 


Answer: This is good practice pro- 
vided the contacts and contours may be 
reproduced and the gingival margins 
made tight. A better restoration may 
be uniformly made if each filling is 
made separately at least a week apart. 


Question: When should the over-lap 
at the gingival margin be removed? 


Answer: The gingival margin should 
never be carved or burnished during the 
setting period of the amalgam. Carving 
or burnishing soft amalgam leaves a

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rough surface, therefore, the slight over- 
lap or over-hang in this area should be 
removed with fine gold files, no sooner 
than five days after packing. The filing 
of the hardened amalgam five to seven 
days after packing leaves a smooth and 
polished surface, one that invites cleanli- 
ness, with a minimum of corrosion. 


Question: How soon after packing 
should amalgam restorations be _pol- 
ished? 


Answer: The greatest changes take 
place in amalgam during the first five 
days. It is advisable to polish five days 
or a week later. 


Question: What are the advantages 
of the packing or condensing technique 
over the spinning or burnishing tech- 
nique? 


Answer: According to G. V. Black, 
“Whenever a very soft, sloppy amalgam 
is forced into a sharp angle, the mass 
will slightly withdraw from the angle 
immediately after the pressure is re- 
moved. This it will do so long as it 
is soft, no matter how often it is forced 
into the angle. When the filling is re- 
moved from the matrix after hardening, 
all such angles will be found rounded 
instead of sharp. This was clearly 
shown by John Tomes in his experiments 
in 1861. . . . The filling will not be 
tight even though the amalgam does 
not shrink. A _ perfect filling cannot 
be made with soft amalgam because it 
will spring here and there, at every 
touch.”? According to Sweeney, amal- 
gam packed in this manner demonstrates 
greater strength with less expansion.® 
The burnishing technique forces the 
weak liquid material into the margin 
between the matrix and the cavity as 
well as on the gingival margin, creating 
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a weak area in the material at these 
vulnerable points where the strongest 
amalgam is desired. 


Question: Is it good practice to pack 
a new amalgam restoration against an 
old one? 


Answer: According to the work done 
by the Bureau of Standards and the 
Research Commission of the American 
Dental Association, this would not be 
good practice.* According to personal 
correspondence with James T. Sweeney 
of Stockton, California, this problem 
has been under experimentation clin- 
ically for sometime in his practice, and 
the results will be released within an- 
other year. 


Question: Why do amalgam fillings 
show fractured or defective margins 
after several years? 


Answer: There are various reasons 
for defective margins : 

1. Burnishing the amalgam toward 
the margins using the spinning tech- 
nique, thereby forcing the weak mer- 
cury-saturated amalgam to the margins. 
When the amalgam sets, the weak amal- 
gam may fracture. 

2. The addition of plier-squeezed dry 
amalgam over the filling and using force 
with the hope of removing some ex- 
cess mercury by this operation. Frac- 
ture of the margins during the early 
stages of crystallization may result. 

3. Failure to remove unsupported 
enamel rods at the cavo-surface angle 
of the teeth may later result in a de- 
fective margin, due to masticatory 
stresses. 

4. Pulverizing the enamel rods during 
the condensing stage. This may not be 
noticeable at the time, but later will be 
evident. 


Question: What type of matrix gives 
the best results? 


Answer: An individual matrix should 
be made for each operation. No special 
type is recommended, but the matrix 
must be well adapted, reinforced by a 
wooden wedge. A movable matrix in- 


vites disaster, for the slightest move- 
ment during the condensation causes 
a fracture of the amalgam which has 
been packed previously. Cannon rec- 
ommends the addition of modeling com- 
pound to reinforce the matrix. This 
acts as a mold into which to pack the 
amalgam.® 


Question: How much pressure should 
be applied when packing amalgam? 


Answer: The pressure exerted will de- 
pend upon the rigidity of the matrix. 
If the matrix adaptation is rigid and 
immovable, all the pressure possible may 
be used. If the matrix is not completely 
rigid, the necessary pressure to pack the 
filling without moving the matrix should 
be applied. 


Question: Why is zinc a constituent 
of amalgam? 


Answer: Zinc is used in most castings 
including steel and gold because it fa- 
cilitates the casting process. Zinc is a 
scavenger of oxygen and the more zinc 
present in an alloy the less “smudge” is 
noted in the amalgam. It has been 
shown that small amounts of zinc, (as 
low as 0.3 per cent zinc) will suffice. 
A zinc alloy contaminated with saliva 
or perspiration during amalgamation 
will start expanding about the fourth 
day and continue indefinitely. The zinc 
apparently takes the oxygen from the 
moisture and releases the hydrogen gas 
which forms in the mass in sufficient 
volume to cause delayed or. secondary 
expansion. Therefore the RUBBER 
DAM is a must in amalgam operations. 


Question: What instructions should 
be given the patient regarding future 
care of amalgam restorations? 


Answer: If amalgam is expected to 
retain its color and luster it must be 
brushed regularly by the patient. Debris 
and suppurating pockets between the 
teeth contribute to tarnish and corro- 
sion of amalgam. The patient should 
be instructed that the future of the 
restoration depends upon home care. 
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Question: What effect does overheat- 
ing have upon an amalgam restoration? 


Answer: According to Arthur W. 
Gray the transition point of amalgam 
is about 70°C.” 70°C is not very hot 
and may be tolerated by the patient 
with slight discomfort. The heat gen- 
erated by rubber cups and abrasive 
charged rubberized disks, even though 
they are used fleetingly causes the sur- 
face layer of the amalgam to become 
liquid. The margins usually curl and 
pull away while the surface takes on a 
dullness that may never retain a polish. 


Question: Why is it that badly broken 
down teeth, which for many’ years have 
been restored with amalgam, still show 
vital pulps, although the margins are 
defective, the walls of the tooth obliter- 
ated by corrosion and discoloration 
much in evidence? 


Answer: Schoonover and Souder 
showed that amalgams with leaky mar- 
gins corrode badly.* Corrosion products 
developed between the amalgam and 
the walls of the cavity and infiltrated 
into the dentin. It is reasonable to be- 
lieve that it would be difficult for bac- 
teria to exist in the dentinal tubuli when 
they are filled with metallic salts. 


Question: How should a new mortar 
and pestle be prepared for trituration? 


Answer: A new mortar and pestle as 
well as one that is in continual use 
should be frequently ground with FFF 
carborundum grit to remove scratches 
and pits and to remove set amalgam 
which has adhered to the side of both. 
Set amalgam contaminates a new mix 
and may cause corrosion.® 


Question: What methods are used to 
clean a used mortar and pestle? 


Answer: Frequent grinding with car- 
borundum grit (FFF). Acid cleans only 
temporarily. 


Question: Is it harmful to place an 
amalgam restoration in contact with a 
gold inlay? 
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Answer: According to Schoonover 
and Souder this practice should be con- 
demned. Much has been written about 
galvanism in the mouth, yet very little 
substantial evidence has been presented 
to prove this a harmful practice. Plac- 
ing amalgam against a gold inlay in the 
same tooth may not be desirable be- 
cause of the resultant discoloration 
which follows. We have seen no ill 
effects from the placing of amalgam 
against a proximating gold inlay in our 
infirmary. 


Question: What should be the differ- 
ence between the fee charged for an 
amalgam restoration and a gold inlay? 


Answer: There should be no differ- 
ence between the fees charged. Amal- 
gam, like gold foil is the direct restora- 
tion. The element of time consumed 
is the same when cavities are carefully 
prepared, when trituration and con- 
densation are carefully carried out, and 
when finishing and polishing are per- 
formed with the same amount of pre- 
cision as for the inlay. The type of 
filling material used is governed by what 
is best for the tooth concerned, not by 
the intrinsic value of the material itself. 
Every filling material has its limitations 
and care and understanding must be 
used when making a choice. Too many 
times amalgam has been cheapened by 
the dentist, and this attitude in turn has 
had a bad effect upon the patient.

FOURTH PRIZE ESSAY 
COMPETITION AUTHORIZED 


At a meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Chicago Dental Society, June 
5, the Fourth Annual Prize Essay Com- 
petition conducted as a feature of the 
Midwinter Meeting was authorized. A 
committee consisting of the deans of the 
three dental colleges—C. W. Freeman, 
Northwestern; H. J. Marjerison, IIli- 
nois; R. W. McNulty, Loyola—and 
Harold W. Oppice, president of the 
Chicago Dental Society, was appointed 
to formulate the rules of competition, 
to determine the eligibility of the con- 
testants and to prepare publicity for 
distribution to dental journals. This 
committee expects to make a detailed 
announcement concerning the contest 
in the near future. 


CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY 
ENDORSES BILL HR 4216 


The Chicago Dental Society has tele- 
graphed Illinois Congressman William 
A. Rowan in Washington its endorse- 
ment of the legislation which has been 
introduced into Congress by Represen- 
tative Rivers of South Carolina, and 
which would establish a separate dental 
department for the Navy. The depart- 
ment would be headed by a director of 
dentistry who would be directly respon- 
sible to the Surgeon General for the 
administration of dental affairs within 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 
The director would be appointed by the 
President and would be given the title 
of rear admiral. 

Congressman Rowan was pleased to 
know of the interest and attitude of 
the dentists in the Chicago area and has 
promised to help to the limit of his abil- 
ity in the passage of this bill, known as 
HR 4216. The following telegram was 
sent to Congressman Rowan by Secretary 
Hartley upon authorization of the Board 
of Directors: 

“The dentists of Chicago through 


their professional organization, the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, wish to express to 
you their sincere interest in the dental 
service that is being rendered to the 
personnel of the U. S. Navy and to let 
you know that they want the Navy per- 
sonnel to receive the highest possible 
standard of dentistry. The dentists of 
Chicago are interested in the enactment 
of HR 4216 which provides for more 
efficient dental care for the personnel 
of the U. S. Navy. Everything that you 
can do to assist in the passage of that 
bill will be of benefit to the Navy and 
will be especially appreciated by the den- 
tists of Chicago.

FINED FOR ILLEGAL 
PRACTICE 


The conviction of Roice McElwee 
for practicing dentistry without a license 
was obtained recently in the County 
court at Benton, Illinois. McElwee in- 
formed an investigator for the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education that 
he had been practicing in Royalton, 
Illinois, for nine years. Prior to locat- 
ing there he was employed by Dr. 
Arthur Sprecher of Mansfield, Ohio. Hes 
had had a photostatic copy made of 
Dr. Sprecher’s license and had then 
bought a seal from the widow of a 
Peoria dentist and carried on his prac- 
tice under the name of Sprecher. He 
was fined $500 and costs. 


CHICAGOAN FIRST WOMAN 
NAVY DENTIST 


A member of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety is the first woman to be commis- 
sioned by the United States Navy for 
service in the Dental Corps. 

Capt. Joseph Tartre of the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station has an- 
nounced that Dr. Sara G. Krout of 
Evanston has been commissioned a full 
lieutenant. She has closed her office at 
55 East Washington Street and reported 
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for duty at Great Lakes on June 1. 
She will treat regular naval personnel 
as well as WAVES who are stationed at 
Great Lakes. 

Dr. Krout is a native of Latvia and 
received her degree in dental surgery 
from the University of Riga in 1918. 
She served through the final months of 
World War I as a member of a Red 
Cross dental unit. She received her 
American degree from the University of 
Illinois in 1928. 


RESTORE SEVERAL TYPES OF 
HYPODERMIC NEEDLES 


The recommendation of the Division 
of Simplified Practice, National Bur- 
eau of Standards, will restore some of 
the items eliminated when a drastic re- 
duction was made last year in the num- 
ber of gauges and lengths of hypodermic 
«needles. The reduction was made as a 
contribution to the conservation pro- 
gram of the War Production Board. 
The recommendation now provides for 
a total of three gauges and four lengths 
for the six kinds of needles covered as 
compared to the one gauge and five 
lengths for the same needles permitted 
under the emergency ruling. These ad- 
ditions are made possible by the lower- 
ing of restrictions on the materials from 
which needles are constructed. The rec- 


ommendation will become _ effective 
June 15. 

DENTIST LEAVES ESTATE 

TO AID BLIND 


A will filed in Probate court in Chi- 
cago recently disclosed that the entire 
estate of Dr. Charles J. Tibbets, a den- 
tist, was left to aid the blind. $1,000 of 
his $25,000 estate goes to the Seeing 
Eye, Inc., of Morristown, New Jersey, 
and the balance to the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind, Inc. Dr. Tibbets 
who was eighty-seven years old prac- 
ticed oral surgery before his retirement. 


CASUALTIES OF 
U. S. ARMED FORCES 


The number of casualties of the 
United States armed forces from the out- 
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break of the war until April 27 totals 
192,836 according to a report from the 
Office of War Information. 

The latest available War and Navy 
Department reports include 44,497 dead, 
42,030 wounded, 41,923 missing and 
34,386 prisoners of war. Of the war 
prisoners, 1,904 have been reported by 
the enemy as having died in prison 
camps, most of them in Japanese oc- 
cupied territory. Of the Army wounded 
33,077 have returned to active duty or 
have been released from the hospitals. 


SCIENTISTS OPPOSE 
CHANGE AT CITY POUND 


A section of the municipal code of 
Chicago was repealed in April so that 
unclaimed impounded dogs are now 
held for five days. Under the former 
ruling dogs were held from one to three 
days except those that were licensed ; they 
were kept for five days and frequently 
longer. Under the new ruling the Pound 
is overcrowded and may prove to be a 
public health hazard according to a re- 
port recently released by a group of sci- 
entists including members of faculties 
at the medical schools. The present fa- 
cilities at the Shelter are not adequate 
to house the number of dogs now picked 
up if all are held five days. In 1943 
the staff of the Municipal Animal Shel- 
ter removed 15,463 dogs from the 
streets. About one-third of them, that 
is 4,451, had attacked and bit a cor- 
responding number of citizens. In addi- 
tion 5,869 persons were bitten by dogs 
not apprehended by the police. 

About three-quarters of the unclaimed 
dogs received at the Shelter are distrib- 
uted to institutions of medical educa- 
tion and research. In the appeal to 
rescind the recent council action the 
report states that the former treatment 
of unclaimed dogs is the only solution 
of the problem until the facilities of the 
Shelter can be enlarged, and is necessary 
for the preservation of the health and 
safety of citizens as well as for the 
proper education of medical and dental 
officers and civilian physicians and den- 
tists.

The names of 945 dentists are inscribed on the bronze tablets pictured 
on the opposite page. They constitute the Honor Roll of the Chicago 
Dental Society for they are its members who are serving in the armed 
forces. None can appreciate better the sacrifices these men are making 
than the members who remain at home; full well do they realize what 
their colleagues have given up to render a service which may not be 
glamorous, which may not directly win battles and gain citations of 


honor, but which nevertheless is essential to the health and comfort of 
the fighting men. 


The Honor Roll is conspicuously displayed at every meeting of the 
society usually at the entrance of the meeting hall so that all see it who 
attend. Individuals and groups congregate about it before and after 
meetings to view the tablets and recall friends and associates. 


The 5th War Loan drive has started and the goal is the sale of sixteen 
billion dollars worth of bonds of which six billion are to be purchased 
by individual investors. The quota which has been assigned to the den- 
tists of Illinois in this fifth campaign is $916,000, which is the same as 
was asked in the 4th War Loan drive. The dentists remaining at home 
enjoying the many benefits of that status cannot fail this assignment. 
They are aware of the tremendous cost of the war, they know that this 
method of financing is more satisfactory than others that might be 
adopted, they understand that bond buying is an investment—not a do- 


nation, and they desire to make some tangible effort toward winning the 
war. 


The dental profession is anxious to have a record of the amount of 
- bonds purchased by dentists in this 5th War Loan drive. A tear sheet 
is printed on page 250 of the Illinois Dental Journal on which members 
of the Society are urgently requested to report the amount of their pur- 
chases and send to.the Secretary, L. H. Jacob, Peoria; or the amount 
recorded on a slip of paper will suffice. The name may be signed or 
omitted as no honor roll of bond buyers will be compiled. But dentistry 
and the government wants to know the amount of financial support 
given by the dental profession. That amount will stand beside the Honor 
Roll for the future judgment of dentistry’s participation in the war effort. 
The Society is proud of its Honor Holl, it likewise must be proud of its 
bond buying.—Robert G. Kesel.
